of the 31, which arrived yefterday,we had an Aceount, 
that his Minifter was arrived there on a fudden, from 
the fr Court above, but it was impoflible to pene- 
trate the My of his Journey no more than what he 
had done in Spain, however, ‘tis faid chere is a great 
Mifunderftanding between thofe two Courts, and that 
Monfiéur de Iberville complained highly of fome Gran- 
dees of the Court of King Philip,at the fame time they 
talk of the great Preparations they are tnaking for the 
Campaign, tho’ the French King has not yet named the 
Generals that are to Command this ‘Summer, and the 
reat likelihood of a fudden Peace, feveral Councils 
ving been held on that purpofe, and a’Cabinet Cou- 
rier has been fent to Holland, which pais‘ thro’ Ant- 
werp on the 3d of February, N. S. and the fame night 
arriv’d at the Hague, who deliver’d his Difpatches to 
Monfieur Peticum Refident of Holftein, who had the 
next day a Contereace with the Grand Penfionary, as 
alfo Count Zenzendorf,. the Plenipotentiary of the Em- 
peror, and my Lord Tounfhend, Ambaffador Extraor. 
dinary of Great Britain, but every thing is kept fo 
private that it is a- Myftery for the People. ‘This is 
Certaia, that a Treaty ison foot and near: concluding. 
There is an Account that the Galleons fhould be 
ready to put to Sea if they had Seamen enough to put 
upon them. The Peftilentick Diftemper that has raged 
there having fwept away a great quantity of them,how- 
ever tis mach doubted whether the French Court will 
fend a Squadron to fetch them, by reafonin the Treaty 
that is now treating about for Peace, the French King 
isto oblige himielt not to aflift Spain, disectly nor ine 
direétly, having, as ‘tis faid, prommis’d to put Security 
into the handsat the Allies. for that purpole. 

According to what we had by the Jaft paft from 
Schonen. that the Danifh Troops were all in Motion in 
that Country, ave receiv'd yéfterday Advice that they 
had march’d directly to Chriflianftadt, and made them- 
felves Maiters of that place. 

They write from Edenbourg of the 19th that Mr.
